COAST SIGNAL SERVICE WORK. 


Capt. Harttett Says System EstablUliotl 


SUould Ue Permanent. 


Washington, D. C. Oct. 12.—A com- 


plete history of the operations of the 
United States coast signal service is 
presented in the report of Capt. John 
R. Bartlett, who was the superintend- 
ent o£ that branch. 
This institution 


was born of the emergency caused by 
the war, and Capt. Bartlett 
shows 


how, wRhin one week after the orders 
had gone out by telegraph, the entire 
coast was under observation from a 
chain 
of 
stations 
extending from 


Maine to Texas. 
There were eight 


districts in which 
were 
distributed 


thirty-six signal stations officered and 
manned by the state naval militia, a 
force of eighteen officers and 210 men. 
It was the purpose of all these observ- 
ers primarily to deleft and report im- 
mediately to headquarters in Wash- 
ington by telegraph or telephone the 
approach of an enemy's ship, but ac- 
tually many other 
useful 
purposes 


were served. 
Lists of the stations 


were prepared arid issued to the vari- 
ous steamship companies and a "no- 
tice to mariners" was furnished to the 
Associated Press and by it to every 
newspaper in the country. 
The ne- 


cessity of covering the long stretches 
of coast between the stations led to 
the employment of the crews of the 
life-saving service, the lighthouse and 
weather bureau service also co-operat- 
ing. 
When these arrangements had 


been completed, the observing powers 
of the 210 naval militia men at the 
thirty-six stations were re-enforced by 
the watchful crews of the life-saving 
service, including 1,443 men; the alert 
Mghtkeepers in the lighthouses, num- 
bering S50 men, and the personnel o£ 
the weather bureau, with a total num- 
ber of thirty-three 
observers. 
The 


most valuable result of the test, in 
the judgment of Capt. Bartlett, 
has 


been to determine the points along 
the coast at which signal stations aro 
necessary. 
The captain thinks that 


ihe coast signal service should be an 
integral part of a national coast de- 
fense system, manned by the naval 
militia, of whose services he spaaks in 
the highest terms.

tained by every

country 


Capt. Bartlett suggests that each life- 
paving.station should be made a coa.it 
signal station, tho trustworthy and 
well-disciplined crews 
malting 
good 


material for signal men. 
The weath- 


er bureau stations and

houses as are necessary to fill iu the 
gaps should also be made a part of the 
.system.
